The application has been amended as follows:

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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Regarding claim 14, the prior art does not reasonably 
teach the generation of decryption keys by generating a set of 
intensity patterns. The remaining claims are allowable for 
reasons put forth in previous actions.
